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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Brats is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act (FVPC Act). The publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. It achieves this by convincingly presenting petite women role 
playing as school girls within a plot that focuses on school girls engaging in sex. While the women 
are stated to be over 18 years of age the manner of their behaviour, their dress and the settings and 
situations in which they are presented clearly gives the impression that they are young school girls. 
By extension the publication strongly suggests that young teenage girls are sexually voracious, 
indiscriminate, and viable sexual partners for adults. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with Parliament's 
intention in the FVPC Act that publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes are objectionable. 
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
